The soldiers brought Carde@mas to 
the Central Plaza of the city, where 
Cardenas suddenly drew a smal! re- 
volver wrapped fn a handkerchief 
and shot at one of the soldiers, ony 
wounding him slightly. As the other 
soldiers closed tn on him, he placed 
the muzzle of his pistol in his mouth, 


fired twice, and fell to the ground, | 


mortally wounded. He was con- 
veyed to the general hospital where 
he soon dled.

To make these forest preserves fulfill the 
function for which they are designed they must 
be made a sanctuary in every sense the word 
implies, which means that they must be patrolied 
and the vermin and predatory animals destroyed 
and poachers kept without the boundary. The 
refuge plan for increasing the wild life sifpply 
ras passed the experimental stage. as has been 
Gemonstrated by the Federal Government. The 
State of Pennsy!ivania bas given the refuges 
the longest and most systematic test of any of 
tme states. and the refuge plan is vouched for 
most enthusiastically by the Fish and Game 
Commission of that State. Wisconsin will not 
lag behind tn this work. for to eur minds it is 
the most sensible methed of preserving and in- 
creasing our wild life supply. Education is the 
most important feature of the conservation 
work. It is understanding that the people 
need, and, when they understand, the question 
will be settied and settled right.
